A New Ag: icuittural 
Policy 


In the estimates for the year 
1911 which were voted in the Leg- 
islative Assembly last week, there 
is provision made for the develoy - 
ment of a new policy upon the part 
ofthe Agricultural Department. 
These are the first estimates for a 
full year that have been voted sin- 
ce Hon Dunean Marshall took 
charge of this Dep riment and 
consequently this is the first op- 
portunity that he has had for pre- 
senting his policy to the Legista- 
ture.. 

The votes contained the sum of 
$125000 to be expended upon the 
purchase and equipment of five de- 
moustration farms in the province. 
Tt also contains a vote of $12000 to 
be expended in connection with 
the demonstration dry farm which 
the Provincial Gover: ment recent- 
ly acquired from the Dominion 
Government near Medicine Hat 
This will mean the establishment 
of six demonstration farms in the 
province under the direction of 
the Provincial Department of Ag- 
riculture. 


The farm at Medicine Hat 
consists of a section of good land 
but the other five farms will be 
half section farms, it being the o- 
pinion of the Minister that prob- 
ably a half section will be the av- 
erage size of farm in the province. 

It is the intention of the Min- 
ister of Agriculture, as announced 
in his speech in the budget debate, 
to work out in these farms the ag- 
ricultural problems of the farmers 
of Alberta in the different parts of 
the province Conditions in differ- 
ent localities in Alberta are entire- 
ly different, and consequently 
somewhat different lines of policy 
and of cultivation will be pursued 
in different localities. The purpose 
of the Departmeut is to erect upon 
each of these farms a no lel set of 
buildings, not elaborate structures 
but just such buildings as any well 
to do farmer could build upon bis 
land, a comfortable, commodious 
house, a good barn and outbuild- 
ings, and a bulletin will be prepar- 
ed giving plans, specifications und 
details complete of the cost of e- 
reeting these buildings so that 
farmers contemplating putting up 
buildings can precure this bulletin 
as a guide. Good stock will be put 
upon these farms and they will be 


j operated not only for experimental 


purposes but with a view to pro- 
ducing results. They will all be 
conducted upon the principle of 
mixed farming as suited to the 
different localities in which they 
are established. The farms will all 
be conducted under one superin- 
tendent who will be appointed by 
the Minister of Agriculture and 
who will direct the work. Resident 
upon each farm will be placed a 
farm foreman who will conduct the 
work on the experimental farm un- 
der the direction of the superin- 
tendent, and these farm foremen 
as well as the superintendent will 


tesults that they bave achieved a- 
long different lines of agriculture. 


A hall will be etected upon each‘ 


farm with a reasonable seating ca- 
pacity which can’ be utilized for 
short course schools. 1t is the in- 
tention then of the Minister of Ag- 
riculture to establish his short 
course schools . permanently at 
these farms where they will have 
the stack and grain, farm imple- 
ments of different kinds and other 
means of taking up practical and 
useful work. 

These farms wili also be avail- 
able at any time for uny person 
who wishes to learn something of 
agriculture in Alberta, They will 
be located near enough to towns 
so that any man coming to the 
province with «a view to farming 
here could board in the town and 
spend a few weeks upon one of 
these farms to get a knowledge 
agrionitural methods and 
tions in the province. Short cour- 
ses in dairying, stock judying, 
grain judging, exte:m'n.ton of 
weeks,ete will be prt on from time 
‘0 time, the idea being that with 
these farms Jocated in different 
parts of the province there can be 
established at them a system of 
instruction for the farmers in that 
locality that they can receive with- 
out the expenditure either of time 
or money such as u course in an 
agricultural college would require. 

Another purpose of these farms 
will be to grow pure seed which 
can be sold to farmers as they ap- 
ply for it at a reasonable price 
and that will carry with it a guar- 
antce of being both clean and 
pure, Inside of two or three years 
these farms should produce sever. 


of 


al thousand ‘bushels of seed for 


sale annually. which should be of 
decided benefit to the farmers. In 
outline the plans Mr Marshall says 
“that he beleives these farms will 
be of more practical advantage to 
the men now'on the land and the 
men who are coming in thousands 
every yeur to settle in the province 
of Alberta than any other scheme 
of agricultural education. These 
farms are not to take the place of 
an agricultural college, but are ra 
ther to do work in the meantime 
that no agricultural college could 
accomplish. The idea of: the Minis- 
ter is to get us closely in ‘touch 
with the farmers and their condi- 
tions us possible, and along side 
of them in the same locality and 
upon the same kind of land to 
work out with them the problems 
that men who have to make a_ iv 
ing upon the land in this country 
have to solve.

The Old Jimmy ts Not Enough Now 
for the Housebreaker. 


The burglar of forty years ago car- 
tied a “James,” or crowbar, and a set 
of “‘twirls,” or skeleton keys. With 
these he was ready to tackle any safe 
of the old-fashioned sort. 

Safe-making became a science, and 
the “jimmy” useless, so Bill Sikes of 
the next generation provided himself 
with dynamite c dges, or smal 
charges of “soup,” or liquid nitro- 
glycerine, which he fo into the 
crack under the safe door and fired 
by means of a small pocket-battery, 
says Knowles. 

The safe-makers took a step in ad- 
vance, and, behold, the cracks were 
stopped, and no cranny or crevice left 
into which any form of explosive 
could possibly be injected. 

It seems as though Bill would have 
to reform. 

But chemistry and electricity have 
both come to his aid. Whenever a 
burglar can manage to strip electric 
light wires, he has at hand a simple 
method of producing a degree of heat 
sufficient to pierce the hardest steel. 
He uses a carbon pole, safely insu- 
lated, and produces an are powerful 
enough t melt anything. 

On August 3lst last an attempt 
was made on a safe belonging to a 
firm of Birmingham jewellers which 
contained £40,000 worth of diamonds 
and other valuables. A great hole 
had been melted through two inches 
of solid steel, and if the thieves had 
not been disturbed at their work they 
would infallibly have secured the 
“swag.” These men used the oxy- 
hydrogen blowpipe flame, which pro- 
duces the most intense heat known 
to man, next to the electric furnace. 

All that is necessary is a small cy- 
linder of compressed oxygen, such as 
doctors use for patients suffering 
from pneumonia, a length of india- 
rubber tubing, and a blowpipe. The 
india-rubber tube is connected vith 
the nearest gas-jet, the oxygen is 
turned on, and mixed with the gas, 
and the result is a flame with a tem- 
pererure of over 2,000 degrees Fahren- 

eit, which will melt the Harveyized 
steel of a battleship. 

Another dodge of the up-to-date 
safe-robber is the use of a chemical 
compound known as thermit. Tis 
consists of a finely powdered mixture 
of aluminium and oxide or rust of 
iron. 

At a certain temperature, well 
known to Bill, the aluminium begins 
to combine with oxygen, and the lat- 
ter is taken up from the iron, and 
the result is oxide of aluminium and 
metalic iron. 

The heat involved by this chemical 
action is so terrific that under its 
impact steel runs like melted sealing- 


wax. 

Fortunately for the public at large, 
thermit has, from the burglar’s point 
of view, two formidable drawbacks. 
Megnesium must. be employed to 
light the cartridge, and burning mag- 
nesium produces a brillant glare of 
light. Again thermit, itself, in pro- 
cess of combustion, sends off huge 
columns of stifling smoke, which is 
apt to betray the operations of the 
safe-breaker. 

Some little time ago, a policeman 
arrested a suspicious-looking charac- 
ter leaving a house in Brandesbury, 
Eng., at an early hour of the morn- 
ing. 

“It’s just as well to tell you I’m a 
burglar,” said the fellow. 

This man had in his possession a 
bottle of methylated spirits, another 
of some other chemical, and a brass 
apparatus with a_ blow-pipe attach- 
ment. The use of the latter puzzled 
the police, but the burglar frankly 
explained its use. 

“You see,” he said, ‘I just smear 
the glass of the window above the 
catch with the stuff in this bottle, 
then I turn the flame of a soldering 
lamp on it by means of the blow- 
pipe. As soon as the glass melted, 
I put this hooked blade through, pull 
back the catch and there you are.”

TOUR OF HUDSON BAY COUNTRY - 


1S AN EYE-OPENER. 


Governor-General Treads Paths Limit~- 
ed to Indians and Wild Game, But 
Finds Navigation of Northern Sea 
Practicable For the Transportation 
of Grain and Ore — Development 
Work Certain In Near Future. 


Nothing in the period of Earl Grey's 
Governor-Generalship of the Domin- 
jon of Canada has been more spectacu- 
lar or more indicative of his interest. 
in the vast extent of territory which. 
he serves than the journey to an 
across Hudson Bay, which .be has just 
accomplished. 

By canoe and portage, whaleboat 
and sailing vessel Earl Grey traveled 
as a voyager of the old adventurous 
days over the same trails, packed 
hard by the moccasined feet of 100 

ears, in the same manner as did 

earne, the explorer, or Mackenzie, 
the dauntless, or many another of the 
Hudson Bay company’s pioneers of 
200 and 300 years a. It was a land 
at a standstill His Excellency passe 
through. 

The country had never been explor- 


ed from any point of view other than - 


that of the hunter after fur peltrics 
until Karl Grey and his companions 
assed through. Although its rivers 
have been the highroads of commerce 
for many years, little information oth- 
er than the amount of the season’s 
fur catch has been sifted from the 
country. é 

And this is most natural. For while 
Canada as a whole has been advane- 
ing rapidly, this district has been 
marking time. Wedged in between the 
great wheat acres of the south, ice 
blown Hudson Bay to the north, the 
mixed farming country of the Sas- 
katchewan ‘o the west and the mining 
regions of new Ontario to the east- 
ward, this vast and almost ina¢cesibie 
area has held sullenly aloof from the 
white man and is tracked only by In- 
dians and game. 

Until viceroyalty appeared it was a 
barren land—a desert within an oasis. 
Now the magic wand of power and 
prestige waves over the country, ant 
it becomes a land of gold, of wheat 
and of many riches. 

Members of the party also bring 
back word of what the outside worid 
has ever suspected to be the case— 
that it is a huntsman’s and _fisher- 
man’s paradise, a limitless holiday 
ground for millions of people. They 
also tell tales of meeting men—men vf 
the irontier—muiners and prospectors, 
who have staked out claims in quartz 
and saud. One old veteran on Pipe- 
stone Lake showed them mica, and 
the party itself discovered petroleum 
without having to be shown. 

But the weaith of the country is of 
little use unless some means can be 
employed to get it out to the civilized 
markets of the world, and it is most. 
interesting and encouraging to all 
Canadians to hear what Earl Grey and 
his companions have to say upon the 
feasibility of the Hudson Bay route 
as an outlet for the western harvest 
and the products of the Keewatin and 
Ungave. 

For 178 years Hudson Bay has been 
navigated by traders and whalers’ 
ships continu»usly with the exception. 
of one year. Still scientists speak du- 
biously of the possibility of making 
use of Hudson Bay for commerciat 
purposes, and old and wily navigators 
smile caustically and shake their 
heads when they are told within a de- 
cade the northern route will duplicate 
the St. Lawrence trade. 

Ships have frequented the bay for 
three hundred*’years and more, amd 
searcely a ges: has experienced seri- 
ous trouble, although the majority of 
them have been sailing vessels with- 
out auxiliary power to keep them mov- 
ing turough the ice. There are no arti 
ficial aids to navigation in the bay, 
no detailed or accurate charts being 
available, no currents, no magnetism 
carefully worked out. 

Earl Grey has had compiled a list, a 
very iucouiplete list, but none the less 
valuable, of the most experienced and 
intelligent of the American and Scotch 
whaling masters who have been ac- 
customed to navigate the straits each 
year. From these the opinion appears 
to be unanimous that during the au- 
tumn and summer months at any rate 
should drift ice occur in these parts, 
open water, suitable for the passage 
of steamers, can always be found be- 
tween it and the shores. 

Earl Grey has put an end to anoth- 
er misbelief. Hudson Bay never has 
and never will be frozen over in win- 
ter. He has this on the authority of 
Indians, Eskimos, trappers and trad- 
ers who, either themselves or their 
anceetors, have inhabited the shores 
of the bay for centurise. The bay 
may sometimes be more or less cover- 
ed with floating ice, but its great 
depth and the strength of its currents 
make its surface proof against frost.

THE ESTIMATES TABLED 


HOW PROCEEDS OF A. & G. W. 
INTEREST WILL BE SPENT 


The Estimate Tabled in the Provincial 
Legislative by Premier Sifton Show 
How ‘the $7,400,000 Will be Dis- 
posed of—Large Contribution to 
the Alberta Provincial Exchequer 
—To Pay Off Other Debts. 


Edmonton, Alta.—The estimates 
tabled in the legislature by Premier 
Sifton indicate the manner in which 
the $7,400,000, proceeds of the A. & 
G. W. and accrued interest, are to be 
disposed of. : 

The entire liability of the province 
on June 1, 1910, amounting to $4,815,- 
350, will be paid off, and the balance, 
$3,156,33, less the surplus: of $305,000 
in 1910, will be used in *the capital 
expenditure in 1911, 


The result of this large contribution 
to. the provincial exchequer is that 
the revenue for 1911 will be more than 
as large again as that of 1910. In the 
latter year the total is $3,078,490, 
while in the former it is estimated at 
$6,603,177. The result will be that 
the expenditure, both current and 
capital, of 1911 will be made with- 
out incurring any permanent indebt- 
edness, and the year will end with the 
province entirely free from debt, ex- 
cepting what is due to the Waterways 
bondholders. 

Among the items of expenditure for 
1911 are: $25,000 for immigration and 
colonization; $7,500 for the premier’s 
expenses attending the coronation; 
$160,000 for completing the asylum at 
Ponoka; $515,000 for the parliament 
building at Edmonton; $50;000 for a 


new court house..at, Calgary; $50,000 of § 


for the land titles office and addition- 
al site, Edmonton; $58,333 towards the 
C. P. R. high level bridge, Edmonton ; 
$30,000 for the new government house. 
The details of the revenue and ex- 
penditure for the coming year are as 
follows: Estimated revenue for the 
year, which includes $3,156,433, the 
balance of the A. & G. W. issue, after 
deducting- the amount to pay off the 
indebtedness, is set down at $6,603,- 
177. It is made up as follows; Esti- 
mated balance from 1910, $305,820; Do- 
minion subsidy, $1,173.068; school 
lands fund, $120,000; attorney-gener- 
al’s department, $565,500; public 
works department, $27,000; education 
department, $128.500; agricultural de- 
partment, $239,000; provincial secre- 
tary’s department, $50,000; govern- 
ment printer, $8.000; treasury depart- 
ment, $199,490; legislative assembly 
$7,000; miscellaneous, including re- 
mainder of the A. & G. W. bond issue, 
$3,319,797; telephone receipts, $460,- 
000; total,. $6,603,177. : 
The estimated expenditure is set out 
as follows: Civ, porernment: $217,- 
230; legislation, $57,990; administra- 
tion of justice, $425,100; public works 
chargeable to income, 000;

BEDOUINS ON THE WARPATH 


Have Massacred the Turkish Garrison 
and Christians in the Town 
of Kerak 

Constantinople.—A telegram from 
Jerusalem reports the Bedouins have 
massacred the Turkish garrison at 
Kerak, a town in the Turkish vila- 
yet of Syria, and killed more than one 
hundred Christian inhabitants of the 
place in revenge for the execution of 
a Bedouin chief. The Bedouins, the 
despatch adds, now hold the fortress 
in the vicinity of which there has 
been desultory fighting between tribes- 
men and the government troops for 
the past year and a half. erak, 
formerly capital of Moab, has a popu- 
lation of eight thousand of whom six 
thousand are Moslems. This town is 
the last one on the road from Da- 
mascus to Mecca where Christians 
may ‘reside. It stands on the moun- 
tains of Moab and may be seen from 
Jerusalem fifty miles away. There 
are no American missionaries there, 
the only missionary station being that 
of the British missionary society for 
Africa and the east. There is a branch 
of the organization at Essalt and con- 
sists of one missionary, his wife and 
one native worker. 


BATTLE ROYAL AT RIO JANEIRO 


The Rebels Seem to be Entirely Wiped 
Out and All is Now 
’ Peaceful 


Rio Janeiro. — The government 
troops are again in control of the gar- 
rison, who composed a battalion of 
marine corps, numbered about 600 
men, and of these 200 were either 
killed or wounded. 

The others were taken prisoners by 
the destroyers while attempting to es- 
cdpe from the island during the night. 

wo hundred citizens were either 
killed or wounded while watching the 
bombardment from the streets of the 
city or along the water front. 

Many government buildings were 
damaged, including the treasury, for- 
eign office and departments of public 
works and telegraphs, all handsome 
structures.

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MINE DISASTER IN CROW’S NEST 


Forty-five Men Entombed in Bellevue 
Collieries—Some Rescued, but 
Many Killed 


Blairmore.—Friday night, shortly 
after seven o’clock a teridic mine’ex- 
losion in the Bellevue mine of the 

est Canadian collieries. entombed 
45 employees in the’ mine with fatal 
results to probably half that number 
and terrible injuries to the survivors. 
At midnight twenty had been taken 
from the mine, seven dead and the 
others very badly burnt, some of 
whom cannot recover. 

No reason as yet can be given for 
the disaster, which is the worst that 
has ever happened in a coal mine in 
Alberta. 

The men in the mine are all foreign- 

ers, most of them being Slavs an 
Italians. 
The Bellevue mines are located about 
two miles east of Frank and four 
miles east of Blairmore, where the 
head offices of the West Canadian 
Collieries are located. 

The company operates coal mines at 
Blairmore, Frank, Lille, Bellevue, 
Grassy Lake and Byron Creek, and 
owns and operates a railway to Lille 
about six miles from Frank. ‘ 

The shareholders are _ pfincipally 
French capitalists in Lille, France, 
and the company. was organized in 
1903, by J. J. Fleutot, with a capital- 
ization of $500,000. 

A. Wicart, of Lille, France, is presi- 
dent of the company and R. W. Coult- 
hard, an experienced mining engineer, 
the resident manager. 

It is the largést shipper in the 
Crow’s Nest Pass, its output last year 
being about 500,000 tons, employing 
over 600 men. 

Mine No. 2 at Bellevue was opened 
up in 1909, and a new handling plant 
and steel tipple was installed at a cost 


This is the first disaster that has 
taken place in connection with the 
operations of the West Canadian Col- 
lieries in the Pass country. 

The mine in which the explosion 
took place was well eqhipped with air 
shafts and ventilati appliances, 
and was considered to\be compara- 
tively free from gas. 


MUST HAVE A RAILWAY 


Mr. Wright Says that Settlers Will 
Leave North Country if Road 
Is Not Built 

Edmontoh.—T. K. Wright, formerly 
of Detroit, Michigan, but now resid- 
ing up in the north country along the 
old proposed route of the A. and G. 
W. railway, arrived in Edmonton re- 
cently, and in an interview concern- 
ing conditions and prospects in that 
country, gave some very interesting 
information. 

Mr. Wright says that he is about 
75 miles north frem Edmonton,: and 
that he went in last spring, there be- 
ing no one in the country at that time. 
But this summer, on the strength of 
the assurance that the A. and G. W 
would be built there have been 150 
settlers homesteaded in the section 
where he is located. These settlers 
are all men of ability and of certain 
means. All are from either Montana, 
South Dakota, Idaho, or Wyoming. 

Among them they are worth per- 
haps $300,000, and they settled there 
because they wanted to bé near a 
road. One man was coming into that 
country this fall with a thousand 
sheep, and the others are already 
keeping a large number of cattle. 
The country is a brush country, and 
there are immense hay flats, On one 
flat Mr. Wright put up 400 tons and 
left 600 tons down because he learned 
after he started Hayat that the road 
would not be built. It is blue joint 
hay. Mr. Wright says that all the 
settlers where he is will leave the 
country at once when they heay for 
certain that the road will not be built.

So long as it is willing to help the 
Empire there is no need of a written 
contract. He added that he hoped to 
see the time when His Majesty’s com- 


mission would be valid throughout 
the Empire. 
He closed with a_ peroration on 


Daniel Webster’s words that the Brit- 
ish drum can be heard at sunrise 
throughout the world. 

The toast to the Dominion was re- 
sponded to by Price Ellison, of British 
Columbia, who said that he was a 
Manchester man by birth and a Can- 
adian by adoption, Chamberlainite 
and Imperialist by choice. Amid 
much laughing and cheering he stat- 
ed that Canada wanted the Old. Coun- 
try to get a move on. “We don’t 
want to have any dealings with the 
United States, which made Britain its 
dumping ground,” he added. The 
preference for Great Britain had been 
endorsed by all parties and_prefer- 
entiul trade was sure to come. 

The British Isles, he stated, drop- 
ped in Canada would need an explor- 
ation party to find them. Englishmen 
don’t realize that Canada would soon

END OF VETO POWER 


REDMOND MAKES A_ STRONG 
DECLARATION ON VETO 


Chairman of the Irish Nationalist 
Party is Quite Assured that the 
Veto Power of the House of Lords 
Will be Destroyed, and that the 
Establishment of Home Rule for 
Ireland Will be a Certainty. 


London.—‘‘The veto power of! the 
house of lords is dead. That can be 
stated definitely now as a result of 
this election,” so said John Redmond, 
chairman of the Irish Nationalist 
party. Mr. Redmond spoke with as- 
sured emphasis. 


“Our chanee to win new seats, or to 
elect more members for the houge of 
commons is smail because our party 
has such an overwhelming proportion 
of them already.”” ‘the irish leader 
continued: “But we shall have at 
least two members more in the new 
parliament, counting our votes in a 
division, of course. The deflection of 
Cork from our party is regrettable, 
but not important: We should win 
Jork easily, but Wiiliam O’Brien 
polled every Unionist vote on the 
registration. lists. O’Brien and_ his 
colleagues were elected in Cork by 
Unionist votes, not Nationalist. 

“The great point for our friends in 
America, as well as here, is that this 
is the greatest of all Home Rule elec- 
tions,’’ said Mr, Redmond, weighing 
every word. 

“The prineipal ground, and, indeed, 
the only specific one, on which the 
Tories detend the lords’ power of 
veto is that it makes Home Rule im- 
possible. Yet the eiectors of Great 
Britain, as well as of Ireland show 
that they have resolved to destroy 
the veto power. This is the decisive 
election, a final election on Home 
Rule. The abolition of the house of 
lords’ veto means with mathematical 
certainty the establishment of Home 
Rule for Ireland. 

“In such a matter I have to speak 
with reserve and with a full sense 
of responsibility, but with complete 
knowledge. And I say to our Ameri- 
can friends, now, what I said at Wex- 
ford: “All is well with Home Rule.” 

“Our crities and opponents declared 
that Premier Asquith must answer two 
questions publicly. Well, he was 
asked by his own constituency, “If 
you are returned to power will the 
Liberal government immediately after 
the abolition of the Lords’ veto pass 
a Home Rule Bill.” Mr. Asquith 
answered unqualifiedly, ‘Yes.’ He 
was asked then what he meant by 
Home Rule, and he answered, “At 
Albert Hall; Dec. 10, 1909, I explained 
what I meant by Home Rule and I 
adhere to every word of that state- 
ment.” 

“Yherefore, I am satisfied in stating 
that this is the greatest and most 
conclusive of all Home Rule elec- 
tions,’”’ added Redmond, emphasizing 
the point he was making. 

“Under the conditions of the bill 
abolishing the Lords’ veto, it may 
teke two and a half years to pass the 
Home Rule bill into law, that is, if 
the lords intend to use the provisions 
of the bill to the utmost to cause de- 
lay. But I do not believe they will 
do that, When the veto bill is passed 
and Home Rule cannot be prevented 
longer the lords will come to terms 
on Home Rule, for they will have 
nothing more to gain by resisting it. 

“IT repeat yet again. All is well with 
the Home Rule and you can _ give 
that message from me to your read- 
ers, 

Redmond is in great spirits, and 
plainly is confident of the result of 
the struggle for Home Rule. He re- 
gards O’Brien’s revolt in Cork as a 
freak movement, transient, and repre- 
senting nothing except O’Brien’s per- 
sonal hold in his own country. 


FIRMAN KILLED—CREW INJURED 


Four Men Badly Injured and Are 
Now in Hospital at Edmon- 
ton—Will Recover 


Edmonton.—As the result of a C, P. 
R. engine running off the track on 
the new Wetaskiwin line and rolling 
down a twenty-five foot embankment, 
one man is dead and three are in Ed- 
monton hospitals, while a fifth is 
badly shaken up. 

The accident occurred at five o’clock 
on Saturday evening, when a con- 
struction ‘train was running out of 
Macklin to Wetaskiwin with a string 
of empty cars, Antopen switch was 
the cause of the accident, one man 
being pinned beneath the debris. 

Five men were riding on the engine 
to get warm. A special train brought 
all to Edmonton, reaching here at four 
o'clock on Sunday morning. 

The dead man is Thomas Wallace, 
a fireman, on his way back to the Old 
Country for Christmas. He died at 
eleven on Sunday night.
